The committee of the Georgia Legis- 
lature, which is investigating the hand- 
ling of the convicts, will resume the 
taking of testimony to-day. 

Cavalry officers are much pleased with 
the success of the experimental re- 
mount depot and hope to have others 
established by the next Congress 

Gov. Willson pardoned the jail sen- 
tence imposed upon Harve Burton, in 
Elliott county, upon conviction of the 
charge of carrying concealed a deadly 
weapon. 

H. J. Duffy, of Loa Angeles, Cal., in- 
sane as a result of religious frenzy, 
killed his son and daughter and wound- 
ed his wife with an ax. He then cut 
his throat with a razor. 

Gov. Augustus E. Willson has issued 
a call for a good roads convention to be 
held on the State Fair grounds in 
Louisville on Thursday, September 17. 
The convention will be attended by 
good roads enthusiasts from throughout 
the State. 

In an opinion handed down in re- 
sponse to a request of Auditor James, 
Attorney General Breathitt declares 
that the constitutionality of the bill 
passed by the last Legislature ap- 
propriating 8200,900 for the State Uni- 
versity and 2150,000 for each of the 
normal schools is in doubt. He adviaea 
the Auditor to take the matter to the 
courts for decision. 

Regarding the story published in the 
I-ouisville Poat that W. S. Taylor will 
return to Kentucky. Gov. Willson said: 

1 have positively talked with no one 
upon thy aubject of having Mr. Taylor 
brought back to Kentucky or hia 
voluntary return to stand trial, nor 
have I considered the case in any way 
with respect to politic*. There is ab- 
solutely no foundation whatever for the 
reference which ia made to me and 
what I will do in the paper's story this 
afternoon. 

The grand jury of Calloway county 
brought in a report exonerating Judge 
Cook and Commonwealth's Attorney 
Smith from having any relations with 
night riders. The grand jury made a 
thorough investigation of rumors con- 
necting the two officials with the out- 
law bands that have terrorized South- 
western Kentucky for some time, at 
the suggestion of Judge Cook. After 
the report the special term of the Cal- 
loway Circuit Court adjourned. A few 
hours after adjournment a barn was 
burned in the county. The fire was at- 
tributed to night riders. 

Several members of the Kentucky 
State Guard rifle team, on their wav to 
compete iti the contest at Camp Perry. 
O., narrowly escaped fatal injuries 
when the tourist car which bore them 
crashed into a bumper in Grand Central 
Station at Cincinnati. The men moat 
seriously injured are Captain Jackson 
Morris, of Frankfort, internally; Ser- 
geant Wiley Morris, McWhoester, rib* 
probably broken; Lieutenant Foster 
Helm, Lexington, back wrenched; Cap- 
tain Felix Kerrick, Louisville, head and 
neck bruised; W. H. Ratcliff, Lexing- 
ton. cuts on side and right leg.

Mt. Vernon is to have a new three- 
story Masonic Temple. 

K J. K. Fisher, a traveling harness 
maker, died suddenly at Columbia.

Lee Terhune. 

I. B. Bush, the proprietor of the 
Gilcher Hotel, Danville, has taken the 
bankrupt law. 

Dr. R. M. O’Kesr. of Danville, suf- 
fered a severe stroke of paralysis and 
is in a critical condition. 

William Martin was shot to death in 
Knox county. His sister, Mr*. Adkins, 
is under arrest, charged with the crime. 

John D. Carter haa been appointed 
postmaster at Cartersville, Garrard 
county, and Eli Helton at Pass, Bell 
county. 

H. O Wright, of the home Construc- 
tion Co., of Louisville, was dangerously 
hurt at Danville by a three-ton derrick 
breaking away and falling upon him. 

Dock Woods, a farmer of College Hill, 
Madison county, was drowned. He was 
seized with cramps and sank before as- 
sistance could reach him. His body 
was recovered. 

Complying with an order made by 
Judge M L. Jarvia. of the Pulaski cir- 
cuit court, Sheriff Jasper, of Somerset, 
took 14 prisoners, who had been confin- 
ed there to Danville for safe keeping. 
The Somerset jail is insecure and Dan- 
ville is now made the jailing (mint for 
that place. 

Fire totally destroyed the general 
merchandise store and residence of J. 
R. Alexander at Wilmore. The ex- 
change of the Jessamine Home Tele- 
phone Co., which was located in the 
second story of the store, was also 
burned. The origin of the fire is not 
known, but it started in the rear of the 
store. Miss Lucy Case, the telephone 
operator, was awakened by the smoke 
and narrowly escaped death in the 
burning building. Loss 215,000. 

A sensation was created at Junction 
City when Mrs. Effie Clarkson, of In- 
diana, swore out a warrant against Eu- 
gene Hocker, colored, charging him 
with attempting to detain her against 
her will. She had started to see her 
sick mother at Ellisburg and the Negro 
was engaged to drive her to that point, 
15 miles distant. He acted in such a 
desperate manner and frightened Mrs. 
Clarkson ao badly that she gat out of 
the vehicle at Moreland and telephoned 
for the officers. Hocker was landed in 
jail and excitement ran high at Junc- 
tion City for a while. 

Sheriff George W. Coulter, of Dan- 
ville, has returned from Pueblo, Col., 
bringing with him E. Bums, who was 
captured there by the Pinkerton detec- 
tives. Burns is 80 tears old and re- 
quires two canes to walk. He came to 
Danville last Spring as a railroad con- 
tractor and took the contract for grad- 
ing the Danville-Scottaville railroad 
from McKinney to Columbia. J. F. Al- 
len. president of the road, accepted the 
proposition and Burns flashed a draft 
for $12,500, drawn by the First Nation- 
al Bank of Gainesville, Ga., on the 
Hanover National Bank of New York. 
Burns requested Allen to indorse the 
draft and permit him to draw $2,500, 
the difference between the $10,000 bo- 
nus and the face of the draft, from the 
Boyle National Bank of Danville. Burns 
drew from the bank $2,000 and imme- 
diately left town, and in the regular 
course the draft was returned marked 
• 'bogus. ' ’

If Thaw’s bookkeeping ia correct he 
paid to those who have assisted him as 
he has faced juries and made legal dash- 
es for liberty a total of (439,500, and he 
has claims outstanding against him 
amounting to (453, 140. This is a total 
of nearly a million, or at the rate of 
half a million a year. In the days 
that Thaw was tucking (50 bills in the 
bouquets he sent to chorus girls he was 
not able to burn up money as fast as 
eminent counsel have incinerated it. 
The defense of alleged criminals is 
usually not a paying business, but the 
rich man in trouble provides fatness. 
Like the doctors, the lawyers seem to 
think that the opulent should make up 
what the poor were unable to pay. 



E. W. Chafin, the Prohibition candi- 
date for President, will be formally 
notified of his nomination to-day at 
Chicago. 

John W. Kern, democratic nominee 
for vice president, will speak in Louis- 
ville during the Kentucky State Fair, 
either on Southern Indiana day, Sept. 
16, or on Military Day, 17. 

Hon. B. J. Bethurum. of Somerset, 
was nominated for Commonwealth’s 
Attorney by the republicans of that 
i district without opposition. He has 
made a most excellent official and we 
, are glad his party has so honored him. 

Gen. Luke E. Wright, the Secretary 
of War, held a long conference with 
William H. Taft, at which affairs of 
the department were discussed. Gen. 
Wright accepted Judge Taft’s advice 
on several important matters connected 
with the Philippines and Panama. 

Belated reports from outlying voting 
precincts confirm the first reports that 
James Wickersham, of Fairbanks, has 
been elected delegate to Congress from 
Alaska. His plurality will probably be 
in the neighborhood of a thousand. It 
is estimated that 12,000 votes were 
cast. 

Congressman James S. Sherman will 
be officially informed of his nomination 
as vice presidential candidate by the 
Republicans in Utica. Senator Bur- 
rows, chairman of the Notification 
Committee, will deliver an address on 
behalf of the committee, and Mr. Sher- 
man will respond. 

Judge Harmon, at the outing of the 
Cincinnati Democratic Club Saturday, 
declared that if he is elected Governor 
he will see that the cities of Ohio are 
cleaned up. He criticised the failure 
of the prosecuting attorneys to follow 
up the corruption exposed by the Cin- 
cinnati Lexow Committee. 

John G. Carlisle, secretary of the 
treasury under Cleveland, expresses his 
opinion of the political outlook as fol- 
lows: “Taft has the best of it and will 
probably be elected.
